This  information  is  law  enforcement  sensitive  and  is  being  withheld 
from  public  disclosure.

Is  a  Massacre  Imminent?

Salam, 

In  2003,  when  the  U.S.  military  forces  invaded  Iraq,  it  ended  up  with  an  Iranian  Marxist-lslamist  organization  called  the 
Mujaheddin  e  Khalq  (People's  Holy  Warriors)  also  known  as,  MEK,  PMOl,  and  MKO.  in  1986,  Saddam  Hussein  had 
settled  them  in  Iraq  in  a  lavish  base  called  Camp  Ashraf  and  had  supplied  them  with  tanks  and  other  military  equipment. 
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After  the  American  takeover  of  the  Camp,  the  mujahidddin  were  disarmed  but  were  allowed  to  live  there.  On  January  1 , 
the  United  States  turned  control  of  the  Camp  and  its  3,400  residents  (900  of  them  women)  over  to  the  Iraqi  government. 

Ever  since  the  Iraqi  takeover,  there  have  been  several  scuffles  between  the  Iraqi  guards  and  the  Iranians  requiring 
members  of  the  U.S.  military  to  establish  peace.  Recently,  Iranians  had  accused  their  Iraqi  guards  for  cutting  down  their 
water  and  food  supplies.  The  Iraqis,  indifferent  to  their  complaints,  are  anxious  to  expel  the  entire  lot  to  lran--the  only 
country  that  has  declared  its  willingness  to  accept  them.  Knowing  the  Iranian  fascist  regime's  treatment  of  dissidents, 
handing  the  group  members  over  to  the  Iranians  will  make  them  potential  victims  of  gang  rapes,  torture  and  mass 
slaughter.  A  major  humanitarian  disaster  and  an  affront  to  human  rights  may  ensue. 

MEK  was  founded  as  a  radical  Shi'ite  group  in  1 965  by  Massoud  Rajavi  and  several  other  fellow  students  at  the  University 
of  Tehran.  During  the  early  days,  they  killed  several  rival  Iranian  activists  and  also  two  U.S.  military  advisers.  After  the 
assassination  of  the  two  advisers,  the  group  was  designated  as  a  foreign  terrorist  organization  (FTO)  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  State--a  label  that  still  holds.  Accepting  them  as  refugees  in  the  U.S.,  has  been  out  of  the  question.  This  is 
despite  the  fact  that  in  the  last  decade  MEK  has  made  valuable  contributions  to  U.S.  intelligence  and  was  the  first  to  report 
about  Iran's  nuclear  enrichment  program. 

Initially,  MEK  had  endorsed  Khomeini  but  later  split  with  him.  On  June  28, 1981,  MEK  operatives  detonated  bombs  in  a 
political  meeting  of  high-ranking  officials  and  clerics  killing  70.  Among  them  were  Muhammad  Rajai,  the  second  president 
of  Iran,  Ayatollah  Muhammad  Beheshti,  Khomeini's  second  in  command,  ten  ministers  and  deputy  ministers.  Ayatollah 
Khamenei,  the  present  Supreme  Leader,  was  injured  but  survived  with  a  paralyzed  right  arm  and  hand.  (In  the  martyr 
worshiping  country,  he  was  labeled  as  "the  Living  Martyr.")  Members  of  the  group  also  attempted  unsuccessfully  to 
assassinate  Khomeini.  In  1984,  Khomeini  returned  the  favor  by  slaughtering  between  1,400  to  30,000  MEK  members 
(together  with  the  entire  followers  of  the  Tudeh  [Communist]  Party.) 

Since  the  American  invasion,  the  MEK  leader,  Masoud  Rajavi  has  not  been  seen  and  is  presumed  dead.  His  estranged 
third  wife,  Maryam  Rajavi  called  "the  President-elect  of  Iran"  by  her  followers,  lives  in  France  and  manages  the  affairs  of 
the  organization  from  there. 

Muwaffaq  al-Rubaie,  national  security  adviser  to  the  prime  minister  of  Iraq  has  officially  taken  over  the  affairs  of  the  camp. 
Rubaie  has  mentioned  several  times  that  he  wants  the  camp  disbanded  and  members  of  the  group  expelled-preferably  to 
Iran  where  the  Iranian  leaders  have  repeatedly  asked  for  them.  Not  wanting  to  provoke  Iranians  to  enter  Iraq,  Iraqis  are 
determined  to  repatriate  the  mujahiddin,  regardless  of  the  consequences.  Therefore,  the  future  of  MEK  members  is  bleak. 

By  invading  Iraq,  the  U.S.  government  has  a  moral  responsibility  to  prevent  a  potential  human  atrocity  from  happening.  At 
this  critical  point,  the  lamentable  future  of  MEK  members  must  be  a  priority.  Throwing  them  to  the  wolves  is  not  an  option. 
As  a  political  cult,  MEK  members  are  brainwashed  and  are  potentially  self  destructive  (as  were  the  914  cult  members  who 
performed  mass  suicides  in  Guyana's  Jonestown  in  1978.) 

An  option,  probably  the  only  ethical  one  for  the  U.S.,  is  to  imprison  the  twenty  or  so  MEK  leaders,  invite  the  remaining 
members  to  volunteer  to  undergo  counseling  and  "deprogramming"  under  the  supervision  of  American  experts  in  dealing 
with  cult  members.  Considering  the  alternative,  and  judging  by  the  miserable  condition  they  are  put  into  now,  there  should 
not  be  much  hesitation  by  the  mujahiddin  to  elect  treatment  and  undergo  an  "exit  counseling."  Once  they  admit  their 
blunders  and  wrongdoings,  Iranians  will  accept  them  as  fellow  kin  and  allow  them  to  rejoin  their  families. 

If  MEK  operatives  are  delivered  to  Iranians  under  the  present  conditions,  their  fate  will  be  sealed.  History  will  blame  the 
U.S.  for  its  inconsiderate  action.  R

Current  employees  are  prohibited  from  receiving  compensation  for  writings  "that  relate  to  the  employee's  official  duties." 
See  5  C.F.R.  §  2635.807(a).  Specifically,  5  C.F.R.  §2635.807(a)(2)(i)(E),  prohibits  the  acceptance  of  compensation  for 
writings  that  deal  in  significant  part  with:  (1)  Any  matter  to  which  the  employee  presently  is  assigned  or  to  which  the 
employee  had  been  assigned  during  the  previous  one-year  period,  or  (2)  Any  ongoing  or  announced  policy,  program  or 
operation  of  the  agency... ."  The  "matter"  discussed  of  in  the  regulation  is  not  limited  only  to  a  "particular  matter"  (such  as 
Pan  Am  103)  but  covers  the  broader  concepts  (such  as  the  FBI's  ongoing  counterterrorism  investigation  program).

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Backcrround 


(1)  This  section  promulgates  regulations  and  provides 
guidance  on  the  FBI's  prepublication-review  program.  It  applies 
to  both  current  and  former  employees  and  is  meant  to  regulate 
individual  conduct  as  well  as  to  set  forth  organizational  policy. 

(2)  As  a  condition  of  employment,  all  FBI  personnel 
signed  an  "Employment  Agreement"  (FD-291)  in  which  they  promised 
to  never  divulge,  publish,  reveal,  or  otherwise  disclose  any 
information  or  material  from  or  relating  to  FBI  files  or  any 
other  information  acquired  by  virtue  of  their  official 
employment,  duties,  or  status,  without  the  written  permission  of 
the  Director.  Each  employee  also  promised  to  present  the  full 
text  of  any  proposed  disclosure  in  writing  for  the  Director's 
consideration  at  least  30  days  in  advance  of  the  proposed 
disclosure.  Breach  of  these  obligations  is  groxmds  for 
disciplinary  action,  a  civil  suit  against  the  offender,  or  both. 
In  some  instances,  unauthorized  disclosure  may  also  constitute 
cause  for  revocation  of  a  security  clearcuice  or  be  a  criminal 
offense.  For  example,  5  U.S.C.  §  552a(i)(l)  makes  it  a  crime  to 
wrongfully  disclose  individually  identifiable  information  from  a 
system  of  records  protected  by  the  Privacy  Act;  and  18  U.S.C.  § 
1905  makes  it  a  crime  for  Federal  employees  to  wrongfully 
disclose  trade  secrets  acquired  during  the  course  of  their 
employment . 

(3)  The  FBI  prepublication-review  program  is  designed 
to  implement  the  Employment  Agreement  by  establishing  a  process 
by  which  employees  and  former  employees  who  wish  to  make 
disclosures — whether  oral,  electronic,  or  written — within  the 
scope  of  the  agreement  may  request  permission  to  do  so.  By  its 
nature,  the  prepublication-review  process  contemplates  a  tangible 
expression  of  information.

(a)  Thus,  outlines  of  oral  presentations,  drafts 
and  manuscripts  of  fictional  or  nonfictional  written  works, 
software  and  other  electronic  works,  and  so  forth  must  be 
submitted  for  prepublication  review  if  their  subject  matter  falls 
within  the  scope  of  the  Employment  Agreement. 

(b)  Disclosures  made  in  the  performance  of 
official  duties  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  prepublication- 
review  program.  Official  speeches,  writings,  and  publications 
are  reviewed  and  authorized  by  cognizant  FBI  officials  and  need 
not  be  further  reviewed.  .

(c)  Completely  extemporaneous  oral  disclosures  by 
their  very  nature  cannot  be  reviewed  in  advance.  This  does  not 
mean  that  an  employee  or  former  employee  can  disregard  the  terms 
of  the  Employment  Agreement  when  making  such  disclosures ;  on  the 
contrary  the  Agreement  covers  all  disclosures,  not  just  written 
ones.  It  does,  however,  mean  that  as  a  practical  matter, 
compliance  with  the  prepublication-review  program  is  impossible 
in  such  situations.  Thus,  while  an  employee  or  former  employee 
may  be  held  accountable  for  making  an  extemporaneous  oral 
disclosure  of  information  obtained  during  the  course  of  FBI 
employment  without  permission  to  do  so,  he  or  she  will  not  be 
sanctioned  for  failing  to  comply  with  the  prepublication-review 
program . 


(4)  Compliance  with  the  prepublication  review  program 
does  not  relieve  a  current  employee  from  the  obligation  to  comply 
with  the  FBI's  outside  employment  rules  or  the  Standards  of 
Ethical  Conduct  for  the  Executive  Branch.  Thus,  current 
employees  must  ensure  that  any  acceptance  of  compensation  for 
speaking  or  writing  conforms  to  these  rules  and  standards. 


Basic  Rule 

(5)  Current  and  former  employees  must  submit  to  OPCA 
for  prepublication  review  any  nonfiction  or  fiction  work, 
regardless  of  the  medium  in  which  the  work  is  td  be  memorialized, 
that  they  intend  to  publish  or  otherwise  divulge  which  discusses, 
concerns,  is  based  on,  derived  from,  or  otherwise  relates  to  any 
data,  information,  files,  documents,  or  materials  acquired  from 
or  relating  to  FBI  files  or  any  other  information  acquired  by 
virtue  of  official  employment,  duties,  or  status. 

(a)  No  disclosure  is  authorized  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  prepublication-review  process.  Thus,  oral 
disclosures  and  disclosures  of  drafts,  initial  manuscripts,  and 
so  forth  to  prospective  publishers,  co-authors,  ghost  writers, 
attorneys,  or  other  persons  not  properly  authorized  to  have 
access  to  the  information  in  question  are  prohibited  if  the 
subject  of  the  disclosure  falls  within  the  scope  of  the  basic 
rule. 


(b)  Works  that  clearly  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
FBI  or  its  activities,  investigations,  mission,  or  which  are  not 
otherwise  related  to  any  information,  documents,  or  materials 
acquired  by  virtue  of  FBI  employment,  duties,  or  status  need  not 
be  submitted  for  review.  For  example,  a  book  of  children's 
stories,  an  article  on  stamp  collecting,  or  an  outline  of  a 
presentation  on  religion  need  not  be  submitted  for  prepublication 
review. 

(c)  For  further  information,  see  28  C.F.R.  §17.144. 
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Procedures 


(6)  The  following  procedures  govern  the  prepublication- 
review  process. 

(a)  Submissions  must  be  made  in  writing  even  if  an 
oral  disclosure  is  contemplated.  Submissions  must  be  presented 
to  OPCA  at  least  30  working  days  in  advance  of  the  proposed 
disclosure.  (Some  oral  presentations  are  not  scheduled  that  far 
in  advance.  In  such  cases,  the  concerned  employee  must  submit 
the  related  written  materials  as  far  in  advance  as  possible.  The 
Bureau  will  endeavor  to  review  the  material  in  a  timely  manner 
but  disclosure  is  not  authorized  until  the  review  is  complete.) 

(b)  OPCA  will  coordinate  the  prepublication-review 
process  for  the  Director.  In  this  regard,  OPCA  will  — 

(i)  provide  assistance  to  persons  with 
questions  about  the  prepublication-review  process. 

(ii)  prepare  the  FBI  response  to  each  request 
for  prepublication  review  not  later  than  30  working  days  after 
the  request  and  all  related  materials  are  received  by  the  FBI. 
(The  day  of  receipt  is  not  counted  for  purposes  of  calculating 
the  30  working-day  period  but  the  day  of  response  is.) 

(iii)  screen  all  requests: 

(a)  If  no  further  review  is  required,  then 
OPCA  will  inform  the  requester  in  writing  that  the  FBI  has  no 
objection  to  disclosure  or  publication  of  the  material  in 
question. 


(b)  If  further  review  is  required,  then 
OPCA  will  refer  the  work,  in  writing,  to  a  prepublication-review 
panel  (see  below) /  via  the  responsible  Division  Assistant 
Director  (AD) ,  and  inform  the  requester  in  writing  that  the  work 
has  been  received  and  is  under  review. 

(c)  If  the  request  reveals  that  the  author 
has  breached  his  or  her  employment  agreement  by  making  an 
unauthorized  disclosure  prior  to  submitting  the  work  for  review, 
then  OPCA  will  forward  copies  of  the  request  and  the  work  to 
the  Deputy  General  Counsel,  Litigation  Branch,  Office  of  the 
General  Counsel  (OGC)  for  possible  institution  of  civil  suit 
against  the  author.  If  the  author  is  a  current  employee,  then 
OPCA  shall  also  forward  copies  to  the  Personnel  Security  Unit  for 
evaluation  of  the  effect  of  the  disclosure  on  the  employee's 
continued  trustworthiness  and  security  clearance,  and  to  the 
Office  of  Professional  Responsibility  (OPR)  for  further 
investigation.  OPCA  will  also  simultaneously  pursue  the 
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actions  described  in  subparagraphs  (a)  or  "(b)  above,  as 
appropriate  in  such  cases,  unless  directed  to  the  contrary  by  OGC 
or  OPR. 


(c)  A  prepublication-review  panel  shall  review  all 
works  referred  by  OPCA  for  further  review. 

(i)  Three  panels  shall  be  constituted.  Each 
panel  shall  be  comprised  of  one  FBI  employee  from  each  of  the 
following:  the  Criminal  Investigative  Division,  the  National 

Security  Division,  the  Information  Resources  Division,  the 
Laboratory  Division,  and  the  Training  Division.  Members  will  be 
appointed  in  writing  by  their  respective  Division  AD  and  shall 
serve  one-year  terms.  Designated  attorneys  appointed  by  the 
General  Counsel  shall  provide  legal  advice  and  counsel  to  the 
panels,  as  needed. 


(ii)  OPCA  shall  refer  a  work  to  a  panel  via  the 
AD  who,  in  OPCA's  judgment,  has  the  greatest  interest  in  the 
subject  matter  of  that  particular  work.  (Advance  copies  of  the 
work  will  be  provided  directly  to  the  panel  members  by  OPCA  to 
permit  them  to  begin  their  substantive  review.)  That  AD  shall 
then  be  responsible  to  OPCA,  acting  for  the  Director,  for 
ensuring  that  the  panel  to  which  the  work  is  assigned  completes 
its  review  in  a  timely  and  substantively  correct  manner.  The 
panel  member  from  the  Division  through  which  the  work  is  referred 
by  OPCA  shall  act  as  the  chairman  for  the  review  panel  for  that 
particular  work  and  is  responsible  to  his  or  her  respective  AD 
for  completing  the  review  in  a  timely  and  substantively  correct 
manner. 


(iii)  When  a  work  is  referred  to  a  panel,  each 
member  shall  review  the  work  in  question  using  the  standards  set 
forth  below  and  such  guidelines  as  may  be  provided  by  OPCA. 

(OPCA  will  provide  the  panel  with  five  copies  of  the  work  at  the 
time  of  the  referral,  one  for  each  member.)  The  panel  may 
request  the  assistance  of  any  FBI  employee  with  specialized 
knowledge  or  skills  in  reviewing  the  work.  Additionally,  the 
panel  may  request  the  assistance  of  personnel  from  other  agencies 
or  entities  if  the  work  pertains  or  relates  to  matters  under  the 
cognizance  of  or  involves  the  expertise  of  such  agencies  or 
entities. 


(iv)  The  panel  may  meet  to  discuss  the  work  or 
otherwise  determine  how  to  proceed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
chairman.  The  panel  will  either  authorize  disclosure  in  full  or 
provide  written  objections  to  specific  portions  (by  page  and 
paragraph  number)  specifying  why  the  FBI  should  withhold 
permission  to  disclose.  The  chairman  shall  be  responsible  for 
writing  up  the  panel's  findings  but  may  task  any  member  of  the 
panel  with  assisting.  The  panel's  findings  must  be  submitted  to 
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OPCA  not  later  than  5  working  days  before  “the  date  when  the  FBI 
response  is  due  to  the  author.  OPCA  may  presume  that  the  panel 
has  no  objections  to  the  work  if  this  deadline  is  not  met. 

(d)  If  a  panel  objects  to  disclosure  of  any  portion 
of  a  work,  OPCA  shall  notify  the  requester  that  the  FBI  withholds 
permission  to  disclose  or  publish  the  portions  to  which  the  board 
has  objected  and  request  such  modifications  as  may  be  necessary. 
If  the  author  submits  corrected  portions  for  further  review,  OPCA 
will  continue  to  work  with  the  requester  and  the  concerned  panel 
until  final  clearance  is  authorized.  If  a  particular  matter 
cannot  be  resolved,  then  the  requester  may  appeal  to  the 
Director.  The  decision  of  the  Director  is  final,  except  that 
decisions  relating  to  the  deletion  of  classified  information  may 
be  appealed  to  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  per  28  C.F.R.  § 
17.144(s) (3) . 


(e)  If  a  current  or  former  employee  publishes  or 
otherwise  discloses  information  within  the  scope  of  the 
Employment  Agreement  without  obtaining  the  requisite  FBI 
authorization,  and  OPCA  (or  any  other  FBI  entity  or  employee) 
learns  of  the  violation,  then  they  will  refer  the  case  to -the 
Deputy  General  Counsel,  Litigation  Branch,  OGC  and  to  OPR  and  the 
Personnel  Security  Unit  if  the  individual  is  a  current  employee. 
OGC  v/ill  determine  whether  institution  of  civil  suit  is 
v/arranted.  OPR  will  investigate  the  matter  and  refer  the  case, 
if  warranted,  for  consideration  of  appropriate  disciplinary 
action  to  the  Administrative  Summary  Unit.  The  Personnel 
Security  Unit  will  evaluate  the  effect  of  the  disclosure  on  the 
employee ' s'  continued  trustworthiness  for  security  access  and 
clearance. 


(f)  Any  work  submitted  for  prepublication  review  is 
presumed  to  be  proprietary  and  shall  not,  with  the  exceptions  set 
forth  in  paragraph  (c) (iii)  above,  be  disseminated  to  any  person 
not  involved  in  the  prepublicat ion-review  process  or  in  the 
enforcement  of  that  process.  In  general  this  means  that  the  work 
shall  not  be  disclosed  outside  OPCA  and  the  concerned 
prepublication-review  panel  except  on  a  ’’need-to-know"  basis 
during  the  prepublication  review  process,  and  to  OGC  and  OPR 
during  the  enforcement  process.  No  copies  of  the  work  may  be 
made  without  the  approval  of  OPCA. 


Standards 


(7)  The  following  standards  will  be  observed  during  the 
review  process. 

(a)  Proposed  disclosure  or  publication  by  current 
or  former  employees  of  the  following  ordinarily  will  be  grounds 
for  objection: 
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*  Information  protected  'from  agency  disclosure 
by  the  Privacy  Act; 

*  Information  that  is  classified  or  the 
disclosure  of  which  could  otherwise  harm  national  security; 

*  Information  that  reveals  sensitive  law 
enforcement,  intelligence,  or  counter-intelligence  techniques, 
sources  or  methods;  or  that  reveals  the  sensitive,  confidential, 
or  proprietary  techniques,  sources,  or  methods  of  other  agencies 
or  governmental  entities; 

*  Information  that  would  reveal  grand  jury 
material  protected  from  disclosure  by  Rule  6(e)  of  the  Federal 
Rules  of  Criminal  Procedure; 

*  Information  that  would  reveal  the  identity  of 
a  confidential  source  or  informant; 

*  Information  that  relates  to  any  sensitive 
operational  details  or  the  substantive  merits  of  any  ongoing  or 
open  investigation,  inquest,  probe,  prosecution,  appeal,  or  case; 

*  Information  that  consists  of  the  proprietary 
information  of  another,  including  trade  secrets; 

*  Information  pertaining  to  wiretaps  or 
intercepts  protected  or  regulated  by  Title  III  (18  U.S.C.  §§ 
2510-2520)  ; 

*  Information  pertaining  to  currency 
transaction  reports  regulated  or  protected  by  31  U.S.C,  §  5319; 

*  Tax  return  information  regulated  or  protected 
by  26  U.S.C.  §  6103; 

*  Information  pertaining  to  contractor  bids  or 
proposals  or  source-selection  information  before  the  award  of  the 
procurement  contract  to  which  the  information  relates; 

*  Information  protected  from  disclosure  by  any 
other  Federal  statute  or  regulation;  and 

*  Information  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Act  (5  U.S.C.  §  552)  unless  the  material 
is  clearly  already  in  the  public  domain. 

(b)  No  objection  to  disclosure  or  publication  by  a 
current  or  former  employee  will  be  interposed  solely  because  a 
work  is  critical  or  disparaging  of  the  FBI,  the  Government,  or 
its  officers  and  employees.  If,  however,  a  work  by  a  current 
employee  contains  material  the  disclosure  of  which  would 
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adversely  affect  the  ability  of  the  FBI  tb  effectively  and 
efficiently  fulfill  its  responsibilities  to'  the  public  (including 
speech  concerning  private  grievances  or  that  impairs  discipline 
or  harmony  among  co-workers  or  exerts  a  detrimental  impact  on 
close  working  relationships  for  which  personal  loyalty  and 
confidence  are  necessary) ,  then  the  declarant  or  author  shall  be 
informed  that  disclosure  or  publication  may  result  in  adverse 
consequences,  including  disciplinary  action.  In  other  words,  the 
FBI  will  not  object  to  the  disclosure  or  publication  of  such 
material  but  the  declarant  or  author  may  be  warned  that 
disclosure  is  not  without  potential  consequences. 

(c)  No  objection  will  be  interposed  solely  because 
of  errors  (factual,  grammatical,  or  otherwise)  in  the  work.

Re:  Background  materials  for  evaluating  changes  to  the  prepublication 

review  process 

At  last,  here  are  the  materials  I  promised  in  advance  of  our  first  meeting  at 
2pm  on  Tuesday,  July  30th. 

Just  to  review  the  bidding,  I  am  heading  up  this  group  to  look  at  the 
current  Prepublication  Review  Handbook  to  determine  how  it  should  be  amended  to 
accurately  reflect  the  new  prepub  system  under  the  Records  Management  Division. 
Once  the  Handbook  (the  fullest  expression  of  the  process)  is  amended,  it  will  be  a 
relatively  simple  matter  to  make  any  necessary  changes  to  the  MAOP  ,  etc.,  and  to 
cleanly  transfer  the  process  from  OPCA  to  RMD--this,  at  any  rate,  is  my  strategy. 

The  first  item  in  the  packet  Is  the  11/11/2001  memo  that  requested  the 
1997  process  be  restructured.  For  those  of  you  new  to  this  venture,  it  will  give  you  the 
history  of  the  process,  why  the  1997  process  started  to  fail,  and  an  overview  of  the 
proposed  new  system. 

The  second  item  in  the  packet  Is  the  CIA's  Procedures  for 
prepublication  reviewi-an  outstanding  and  proven  systern  that  our  new  system 
essentially  mirrors.  As  an  historical  note,  Pat  Kelley  would  have  loved  to  have 
replicated  this  system  back  in  1997,  but  he  could  not  command  the  resources  at  the 
time;  instead,  he  produced  the  panel  structure  that  he  hoped  would  achieve  by  other 
means  the  same  rigorous,  consistent,  and  evenhanded  review.  I  include  the  entire 
handbook  for  your  reference  as  we  seek  to  amend  our  handbook. 

The  third  item  is  our  current  Handbook,  which  Pat  K.  crafted  in  1997.  ’ 

The  fourth  item  is  my  first  stab. at  our  new  Handbook.  I  found,  in  the 
clinches,  that  outside  of  minor  editing  throughout  the  Handbook  to  reflect  the  transfer 
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from  OPCA  to  RMD,  the  only  section  that  requires  careful  recrafting  is  "The  Review 
Process"  (now  "Composition  and  Process  of  the  Prepublication  Review  Board")  which 
starts  on  page  5.  This  I  have  rewritten,  using  the  CIA  handbook  as  a  model,  defining 
the  composition  of  the  new  oreoub  review  board  structure  and  describing  the  process 
by  which  it  will  operate.  |  is  currently  in  the  process  of  identifying  the  Special  j^g 

Agent  "Chair"  of  the  PRB  (who  will  a  so  serve  as  an  RMD  Section  Chief):l  1 

superb  staff  at  the  FOIA  Help  Desk  will  serve  as  the  PRB  staff;  and  it  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  "Chair"  to  create  the  Board  Member  structure  once  he/she  takes 
charge  of  the  process.  Otherwise,  Pat's  crafting  of  scope  of  the  obligation,  standards 
and  guidelines,  time  limits,  etc.  stands  the  test  of  time. 

What  I  would  like  to  ask  in  advance  of  next  week's  meeting  is  that  you: 

1 .  Review  the  background  memo  so  we  all  have  a  sense  of  the  big  picture/history  of 
the  program; 

2.  Scan  the  CIA  handbook  and  our  own  1997  handbook; 

3.  Review  the  entire  "New"  Handbook-then  closely  analyzed  the  "Composition  and 
Process"  section  that  starts  on  page  5  to  see  what  is  there  that  shouldn't  be  there  and 

what  isn't  there  that  needs  to  be  there.  |  I'll  want  you  to  weigh  in  on  b(4),  page  7,  if  be  -2 
that  CFR  citation  is  no  longer  operative.  Also  please  note  that  I  have  suggested  a  PRB 
Board  that  represents  5  Divisions:  Cyber,  CID,  Cl,  CT,  and  Security.  In  the  old  panel 
system,  we  had  members  from  Lab  and  IRD.

OGC  recommendations  on  restructuring  the  FBI's  Prepublication  Review  Process 


Details: 


On  1/16/97,  Director  Freeh  announced  significant  changes  to  the  Bureau's 
prepublication  review  program,  including  revised  rules  governing  what  disclosures  must  be 
submitted  for  review;  published  standards,  guidelines,  and  procedures  by  which  reviews  must  be 
conducted;  and  the  creation  of  tliree  5-member  panels  of  HQ  unit  chiefs  and  executives  to 
conduct  the  reviews  of  submitted  materials.  As  part  of  the  changes,  it  was  ordered  that  the  new 
procedures  would  be  re-evaluated  in  one  year  to  determine  whether  additional  adjustments  were 
warranted. 


In  1998,  OPCA  conducted  a  survey  of  the  Prepublication  Review  Panel  Members. 
At  that  time— so  new  into  the  process  and  with  a  relatively  small  volume  of  manuscripts— it  was 
determined  that  no  changes  were  warranted. 

Since  1998,  however,  the  process  has  been  complicated  by  a  number  of  factors,  to 
include:  dramatic  increase  in  volume  of  manuscripts  (44  in  1997,  73  in  2000);  dramatic  and 
ongoing  midterm  turnover  of  panel  members  through  reassignment  and  promotion;  difficulties  in 
panel  members  achieving  a  quorum  because  of  vacancies  and  time  issues;  increased  incidence  of

liaison  with  intelligence  agencies  over  manuscripts  containing  secret  materials;  and  technology 
issues  (e.g.,  receiving  submissions  digitally  or  on  CD-ROM,  receiving  manuscripts  written  in 
foreign  languages,  etc.). 

Accordingly,  and  in  advance  of  adding  2  new  members  to  each  panel  from  new  HQ 
Divisions,’  OPCA  conducted  a  new  survey  of  current  and  former  panel  members  in  9/2000  to 
assess  their  evaluation  of  the  current  process.  The  survey  results  are  attached. 

Based  oh  this  survey  and  based  on  OPCA's  experience  with  the  process  over  the 
past  four  years,  it  is  clear  that  the  1997  changes  improved  the  existing  process,  in  particular  by 
determining  the  scope  of  what  materials  should  be  submitted  and  in  setting  down  the  standards 
and  guidelines  that  should  govern  the  review.  However,  it  is  also  clear  that,  given  the  changes 
mentioned  above,  the  three  5-member  panels  are  struggling  under  an  unacceptably  burdensome, 
unwieldy  system  that  tests  their  ability  to  make  correct  judgments  and  to  meet  required  deadlines. 

On  January  9,  2001,  OPCA  asked  OGC  to  consider  if  the  process  had  outgrown 
the  panels’  ability  to  perform  to  a  standard  that  effectively  prevents  the  disclosure  of  sensitive 
materials— and  determine  if  a  more  reliable,  less  cumbersome,  more  institutionalized  process  might 
replace  the  current  process.  Specifically,  it  asked  OGC  to  consider  the  following: 

1.  Panel  Review  issues  from  the  9/2000  survey. 


a)  14  of  the  29  current  and  former  panel  member  respondents  described  the  process  as  "too 
heavy."  Likely  these  14  were  current  members  of  the  panels  as  the  volume  of  submitted 
manuscripts  has  increased  from  44  manuscripts  in  1997,  to  43  in  1998;  63  in  1999;  and  73  in 
2000.  The  total  number  of  processed  pages  was  not  kept  for  years  1997  or  1998,  but  6,557  pages 
were  processed  in  1 999,  and  7, 1 8 1  pages  were  processed  in  2000. 

Anonymous  narrative  comments  described  the  process  as  unwieldy,  unpredictable, 
and  overburdensome,  hard  to  meet  deadlines.  They  indicated  that  in  moments  of 
stress  Divisions  were  delegating  the  manuscripts  down  through  the  ranks  for 
review.  They  asked  for  either  new  panels  to  relieve  the  burden,  or  that  the  process 
be  transferred  to  OGC  and/or  the  FOIPA  section  or  to  a  permanently  constituted 
board  as  a  full  time  job. 

b)  Panel  members  voiced  concern  over  the  correctness  of  their  reviews,  indicating  : 

1)  their  need  for  a  better  understanding  of  how  the  standards  and  guidelines  apply 
to  specific  situations  in  the  manuscripts,  and 

2)  a  need  for  stronger  legal  analysis,  greater  input  from  subject  matter  experts 
(especially  OC/Drugs,  as  many  of  the  manuscripts  concern  these  cases)  and  from  ASACs  in  Field 
Offices. 

*  Please  Note:  this  uncertainty  has  caused  panels  to  send  back  final  results  to  OPCA—  right  as 
the  deadline  must  be  met— in  the  form  of  questions  or  "ideas"  that  need  to  be  researched,  rather 


Upon  the  reorganization  of  HQ  to  include  two  new  substantive 
divisions,  OPCA  received  DC  Pat  Kelley's  positive  opinion  that  representatives 
of  ISD  and  CTD  should  also  staff  the  panels,  but  it  has  held  off  to  date,  pending  their  final 
internal  organization.

than  as  decisive  guidance.  As  OPCA  has  only  one  person  dedicated  part  time  to  this  job,  it  is 
difficult  to  meet  the  CFR-required  deadline  with  any  certainty  that  improper  disclosures  have  been 
identified. 


2.  OPCA  issues  from  4  years  of  facilitating  the  process 

a)  As  mentioned,  the  volume  of  manuscripts  has  increased  nearly  100%  over  the  past  several 
years,  and  all  indications  (people  calling  in  asking  for  guidance  before  writing/submitting  their 
manuscripts)  are  that  the  number  will  continue  to  increase  at  a  significant  rate.  Likewise, 
manuscript  pages  are  at  an  all  time  high:  Over  7,181  pages  in  the  year  2000,  with  the  longest 
manuscript  totaling  876  pages.  OPCA  believes  that  panel  members  cannot  continue  to  take  on 
this  burden  as  an  "after-hours"  job  without  the  quality  of  the  review  plummeting  drastically.  This 
month,  for  the  first  time,  a  panel—already  tasked  with  multiple  manuscripts— was  unable  to  meet 
the  30-working  day  statutory  deadline  of  an  enormous  and  controversial  manuscript;  fortunately, 
the  author  was  kind  enough  to  voluntarily  extend  the  deadline  by  two  weeks. 

b)  OPCA  notes  that  the  reviews  are  not  always  uniform.  To  address  this  lack  of  uniformity, 
OPCA  began  in  1999  to  simultaneously  send  manuscripts  to  the  FOIA  Help  Desk  for  an 
independent  review.  This  now  routine  procedure  has  served  to  backstop  panel  reviews,  to  ensure 
classified  and  sensitive  material  is  not  disclosed,  but  it  is  not  foolproof  either. 

c)  OPCA  notes  that  turnover  of  membership  on  the  panels  is  high,  leading  to  a  lack  of  continuity 
and  institutional  knowledge.  Vacancies  often  go  unfilled  for  months,  putting  more  pressure  on 
the  panels,  who  are  handling  multiple  manuscripts;  making  it  difficult  to  appoint  appropriate  panel 
chairpersons  for  new  manuscript  reviews;  and  leaving  gaps  of  knowledge  areas  in  review  input. 
When  new  persons  are  appointed,  they  are  unsure  of  their  duties  and  need  to  be  briefed 
individually.  At  present,  fully  staffed  panels  are  made  up  of  a  total  of  15  members  of  the 
executive  and  middle  management  HQ  staff.  When  panel  members  are  added  from  ISD  and  CTD, 
the  total  will  be  21.  In  the  event  that  2  new  panels  are  created  to  alleviate  the  burden  on  existing 
members,  that  number  would  be  35.  This  would  constitute  an  unacceptable  burden  on  FBIHQ 
management. 

OGC  responded  to  OPCA's  request  on  March  6, 200 1  (attached).  In  sum,  it 
concurred  that  the  issues  raised  were  significant  and  should  be  addressed,  and  deferred  to  OPCA 
as  to  the  shape  the  restructuring  should  take.  It  did  note,  however, 

"...the  optimal  manning  would  be  an  adequate  number  of  full-time  panels  under  the 

direction  of  an  experienced  and  knowledgeable  person  in  a  permanent  high-level 

position." 

Given  this  recommendation  and  these  developments  over  the  past  4  years,  since 
the  inception  of  the  revised  prepublication  review  system  in  1997,  OPCA  believes  a  restructured 
review  system  is  essential  if  the  inappropriate  disclosure  of  FBI  information  is  to  be  prevented. 
Above  all,  judgments  on  infonnation  content  must  be  uniform,  reliable,  and  defensible-and  the 
likelihood  of  these  qualities  being  rendered  over  time  by  a  diversity  of  rushed  and  overworked 
panel  members  who  have  no  institutional  knowledge  of  the  process  is  small.  OPCA  believes  that 
the  creation  of  new  and  bigger  review  panels  would  exacerbate,  not  alleviate  the  problem;  place 
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unfair  and  taxing  burdens  on  35  FBIHQ  managers  and  executives;  and  create  a  bureaucratic 
nightmare  to  staff  and  manage.  It  further  believes  that  one  full-time,  dedicated  Agent  Unit  Chief 
could  review  the  manuscripts  and  manage  the  entire  process  with  the  assistance  of  the  already 
staffed  FOIA  Help  Desk  and  by  tasking  Division  subject  experts  as  appropriate.  Deputy  General 
Counsel  Pat  Kelley  agrees  that  a  single  full-time  expert  could  efficiently  and  effectively  handle  the 
job  that  would  otherwise  be  addressed  as  additional  duties  for  35  HQ  panel  members. 

3.  Proposed  new  system 

In  the  interests  of  efficiency  and  uniformity  of  review,  OPCA  suggests  that  a 
prepublication  review  structure  be  instituted  that  is  very  simitar  to  the  highly  successful  rriodel 
used  by  CIA. 

The  CIA's  Publications  Review  Board  (PRB)  is  divided  into  two  separate 
components.  The  Administrative  Staff  (AS),  headed  by  a  full-time  PRB  chairman,  is  composed  of 
5  employees;  an  executive  secretary,  chief  researcher,  full-time  researcher,  part-time  researcher, 
and  staff  assistant.  The  Executive  Review  Board  is  composed  of  6  SES  grade  officers  and  a  legal 
advisor.  Each  board  member  has  an  alternate. 

The  CIA  receives  approximately  300  manuscripts  totaling  18,000  pages  each  year. 
The  AS  reviews  each  manuscript  to  determine  if  the  review  will  be  conducted  exclusively  by  the 
AS  or  whether  it  should  also  be  reviewed  by  one  or  multiple  members  of  the  ERB.  High  profile 
and  operationally  intense  manuscripts  are  usually  reviewed  by  designated  members  of  the  ERB. 
These  members  may  delegate  the  manuscript  out  to  operational  experts  or  conduct  the  review 
themselves. 

In  the  event  that  a  manuscript  is  reviewed  concurrently  by  tlie  AS  and  designated 
members  of  the  ERB,  a  time  is  set  for  them  to  combine  their  recommendation  into  an  official 
agency  response.  All  review  results  are  then  entered  into  a  database  to  ensure  the  continuity  of 
recommendations. 


as  follows: 


OPCA  believes  that  this  model  is  appropriate  for  use  in  the  FBI.  It  would  roll  out 


1.  A  Prepublication  Review/Help  Desk  Unit  would  be  established  in  OPCA's  FOIA  Section, 
headed  by  a  Special  Agent  Unit  Chief  who  has  had  field  experience  in  operational  matters.  This 
position  would  parallel  the  CIA's  PRB  Administrative  Staff  Chairman. 

2.  The  FBI's  FOIA  Help  Desk,  currently  housed  in  the  Initial  Processing  Unit  2,  would  be  moved 
into  this  unit  to  serve  as  the  Unit  Chiefs  staff,  continuing  all  of  its  current  duties,  which  include 
processing  FBI  information  and/or  documents  located  in  other  government  agencies  files  as  a 
result  of  an  FOIPA  request  and  the  review  of  all  manuscripts,  articles,  and  other  documents  that 
have  been  sent  in  for  prepublication  processing.  The  Help  Desk  staff  is  currently  made  up  of  8 
paralegal  researchers  who  are  cross-trained  to  deal  with  both  classification  matters  and  disclosure 
processing.  There  is  no  backlog  at  the  Help  Desk  and  its  members,  with  the  support  of  FOIA 
Section  Chief  John  Kelso,  agree  that  they  are  an  appropriate  researching/reviewing  component  of 
the  prepublication  review  process  as  they  have  access  to  the  system  records  and  files  that 
determine  if  material  is  classified.  They  have  been  reviewing  all  prepub  manuscripts  for  over  two 
years  now.

3.  The  3  current  term  FBI  prepublication  review  panels  would  be  disbanded,  and  one  new 
permanent  Executive  Prepublication  Review  Board  panel  would  be  constituted,  made  up  of 
designated  Deputy  Assistant  Directors  (the  assignments  would  go  with  DAD  positions,  not  to 
individuals)  in  the  following  divisions;  CID,  NSD,  Training  Division,  Laboratory,  ISD,  and  CT. 
These  DADs  would  review  manuscripts  sent  to  them,  or  at  their  discretion  would  assign  the 
review  to  the  appropriate  person  in  their  division. 

4.  The  current  legal  advisor  in  OGC  would  remain  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  the  AS  Chairman  • 
and  for  the  Board  members  alike. 

The  system  would,  accordingly,  operate  such  that  each  manuscript  would  be  sent 
directly  to  the  new  Prepublication  Review/Help  Desk  Unit,  reviewed  immediately  to  determine  if 
it  needed  to  be  sent  out  to  the  Executive  Board  and  to  whom.  The  Unit  Chief  would  conduct 
his/her  review  with  the  assistance  of  the  Help  Desk  staff  and  coordinate  as  necessary  with  the 
Executive  Board  and  legal  advisor  for  a  final  and  official  position. 

Recommendation: 

That  a  new  permanent  unit  be  established  in  OPCA's  Freedom  of 
Information/Privacy  Acts  Section,  headed  by  one  Special  Agent  Unit  Chief  (which  position  alone 
would  need  to  be  created  as  part  of  the  restructuring)  and  staffed  by  the  existing  FOIA  Help 
Desk.  That  the  three  current  prepublication  review  panels  be  disbanded  and  replaced  by  one 
Executive  Prepublication  Review  Board  that  would  provide  Division  perspective  as  appropriate. 
OPCA  believes  that  the  FBI  is  at  a  critical  juncture  in  its  prepublication  review  practices,  with 
more  and  more  current  ^d  former  employees  writing  books  and  other  media  that  test  the  FBI's 
ability  to  select  out  sensitive  and  classified  information  from  them.  FBI  security  is  at  stake:  it  is 
essential  to  bring  continuity,  uniformity,  and  efficiency  to  this  critical  function. 

In  sum,  OPCA  requests: 

_  Approval  of  the  proposed  reform  of  FBI  Prepublication  Review  procedures. 


Creation  of  a  Prepublication  Review/Help  Desk  Unit  in  OPCA's  FOIA  Section. 


Approval  of  one  increase  in  OPCA’s  Special  Agent  FSL,  to  provide  a  Unit  Chief  position 
for  the  new  Unit. 


All  other  needed  resources  to  establish  the  new  process  will  be  absorbed  by  OPCA.

prepublication  review  required  by  FBI  policy  can  be  a  very  trying 
and  labor-intensive  process.  I'm  hoping  that  the  following  legal 
guidance  will  make  the  task  somewhat  easier. 

We  have  recently  received  numerous  calls  from  those 
involved  in  the  case  discussed  in  SA  Wright's  proposed 
publication,  which  has  caused  us  to  focus  on  the  Manual  of 
Administrative  Operations  and  Procedures  (MAOP)  provision  which 
advises  that  "Proposed  disclosure  or  publication  by  current  or 
former  employees  of  the  following  ordinarily  will  be  grounds  for 
objection:  .  .  .  Information  that  relates  to  any  sensitive 
operational  details  or  the  substantive  merits  of  any  ongoing  or 
open  investigation,  inquest,  probe,  prosecution,  appeal,  or 
case."  MAOP:  Part  I,  1-24 (5) (a) 1 . f . 

We  have  been  looking  at  this  particular  provision 
because  we  understand  that  it  may  have  been  interpreted  as 
attempting  to  echo  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (b) (7) 
exemption,  which  permits  an  agency  to  withhold  "records  or 
information  compiled  for  law  enforcement  purposes,  but  only  to 
the  extent  that  the  production  of  such  law  enforcement  records  or 
information"  would  create  specific  harms.  Because  of  this 
interpretation,  we  understand  that  we  have  been  requiring 
interested  parties  to  articulate  the  specific  harm  that  would  be 
caused  by  each  proposed  disclosure  concerning  an  open 
investigation  or  case.

The  primary  exception  to  this  general  rule  applies  with 
respect  to  information  which  has  been  placed  in  the  public  domain 
by  the  FBI  with  respect  to  the  case.

We  understand  that  OGC 
guidance  has  typically  emphasized  the  need  for  line-by-line 
review  of  manuscripts  and  articulation  of  the  reasons  for 
requested  redactions.  While  line-by-line  review  is  required, 
this  is  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  classified  information. 
Privacy  protected  information,  information  concerning  pending 

PRIVILEGED  FBI  ATTORNEY  COMMUNICATION 
DO  NOT  DISSEMINATE  WITHOUT  PRIOR  OGC  APPROVAL 
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cases  and  investigations,  and  the  other  types  of  information 
which  the  MAOP  identifies  as  typically  not  approved  for 
disclosure.  When  such  information  is  identified,  we  may  return 
the  manuscript  to  the  author  with  a  request  to  remove  specified 
categories  of  information  and  then  resubmit  the  manuscript  to  us 
for  review;  we  are.  not  required  to  offer  to  the  author  a  line-by¬ 
line  analysis  or  to  articulate  the  respect  in  which  each  proposed 
disclosure  would  harm  the  FBI's  interests.  For  example,  when  a 
manuscript  contains  a  mix  of  information  which  has  previously 
been  disclosed  by  official  FBI  sources  and  previously  undisclosed 
information,  we  need  not  comb  through  the  submission  to  identify 
which  is  which.  We  may  instead  return  the  entire  manuscript  with 
a  request  that  previously  undisclosed  information  concerning  that 
case  be  deleted  and  the  manuscript  be  resubmitted. 

SA  Wright's  case  presents  particular  challenges  because 


a  work  by  A  CURRENT  EMPLOYEE  contains 
material  the  disclosure  of  which  would 
adversely  affect  the  ability  of  the  FBI  to 
effectively  and  efficiently  fulfill  its 
responsibilities  to  the  public  (including 
speech  concerning  private  grievances  or  that 
impairs  discipline  or  harmony  among 
co-workers  or  exerts' a  detrimental  impact  on 
close  working  relationships  for  which 
personal  loyalty  and  confidence  are 
necessary) ,  then  the  declarant  or  author 

PRIVILEGED  FBI  ATTORNEY  COMMUNICATION 
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shall  be  informed  that  disclosure  or 
publication  may  result  in  adverse 
consequences,  including  disciplinary  action. 
In  other  words,  the  FBI  will  not  object  to 
the  disclosure  or  publication  of  such 
material  but  the  declarant  or  author  may  be 
warned  that  disclosure  is  not  without 
potential  consequences. 


(MAOP:  Part  I,  1-24 (5)  (a)  (2) .  Emphasis  in  original.)  This 
admonition  should  be  included  if  the  contents  of  the  manuscript 
as  ultimately  approved  continue  to  include  materials  harmful  to 
the  FBI's  ability  to  work  productively  with  the  United  States 
Attorney' s  office  or  otherwise  impede  our  effectiveness  or 
efficiency  in  performing- our  statutory  missions.

On  1/16/97,  Director  Freeh  announced  significant  changes  to  the  Bureau's 
prepublication  review  program,  including  revised  rules,  governing  what  disclosures  must  be 
submitted  for  review;  published  standards,  guidelines,  and  procedures  by  which  reviews  must  be 
conducted;  and  the  creation  of  three  5-member  panels  of  HQ  unit  chiefs  and  executives  to 
conduct  the  reviews  of  . submitted  materials.  As  part  of  the  changes,  it  was  ordered  that  the  new 
procedures  would  be  re-evaluated  in  one  year  to  determine  whether  additional  adjustments  were  ’ 
warranted. 

In  1998,  OPCA  conducted  a  survey  of  the  Prepublication  Review  Panel  Members. 
At  that  time—so  new  into  the  process  and  with  a  relatively  small  volume  of  manuscripts— it  was 
determined  that  no  changes  were  warranted. 

Since  1998,  however,  the  process  has  been  complicated  by  a  number  of  factors,  to 
include:  dramatic  increase  in  volume  of  manuscripts  (44  in  1997, 73  in  2000);  dramatic  and 
ongoing  midterm  turnover  of  panel  members  through  reassignment  and  promotion;  difficulties  in 
panel  members  achieving  a  quorum  because  of  vacancies  and  time  issues;  increased  incidence  of 
liaison  with  intelligence  agencies  over  manuscripts  containing  secret  materials;  and  teclmology 
issues  (e.g.,  receiving  submissions  digitally  or  on  CD-ROM,  receiving  mss.  written  in  foreign 
languages,  etc.).

Accordingly,  arid  in  advance  of  adding  2  new  meinbers  to  each  paiiel  firbin  new  HQ 
Divisions,’  OPCA  conducted  a  new  siirvey^of  cufrentdiid  fonner  panel  members  in  9/2000  to 
assess  their  evaluation  of  the  current  process,.  The  survey  results  are,  attached. . ,  • 

Based  on  this  survey  arid  based  on  QPCA!?  experience  wi^  the  process  over  die 
past  four  years,  it  is.  clear  that  the  1-9^7  changes'improved  the  existing  process,,  in  particular  by  , 
determining  the  scope  of  what  materials  should  be  submitted  and  in  setting  dbwn  the  standards 
and  guidelines  that  should  govern  the  review.  -Hoiyever,  it  is  also  clear  thai  given  the  changes 
mentioned  above,  the  three  5-member  panels  are  struggliiig  under  an  xmacceptably  burdensome, 
unwieldy  system  that  tests  their  ability  to  inahe  correct  judgments  and  to  meet  required  deadlines. 


>  Qn  January  9, 2001,  OPCA  asked  OGC  to  consider  if  die  process  had  outgrpiro 
the  panels'  ability  to  perfonq  to  a  staiid^d  that  effectively  prevents  the  disclosure  of  sensitive 
materials— and  determine  if  a  more  reliable,,  less  cumbersome,  more  institutionalized  process  might 
replace  the  current  process..  Specifically,  it  asked  OGC  to  consider  die  following: 


1.  Panel  Review  issues  from  the  9/2000  survey.  ji  ,  .  , 

a)  14  of  the  29  current  and  former  panel  member  respondents  described  the  process  as  "too 
heavy."  Likely  these  14  were  .current  inembers.  of  the  panels  as  the  volume  of  submitted  '■ 
manuscripts  has  increased  from  44  mss.  in  1997,  to  43  in  1998;  63  in  1999;  and  73, in  2000.  The 
total  number  of  processed  pages  was  not  kept  Tor  years  1997  or  1998,  but  6,557  pages  were 
processed  in  1999,  and  7,181  pages  were  processed  in  2000. 


Anonymous  narrative  comments  described  the  process  as  unwieldy,  unpredictable, 
and  overburdensome,  hard  to  meet  deadlines.

The  CIA's  Publications  Review  Board  (PRB)  is  divided  into  two  separate 
components.  The  Administrative  Staff  (AS),  headed  by  a  full-time  PRB  chairman,  is  composed  of  '  '' 

5  employees:  an  executive  secretary,  chief  rese^cher,  full-time  researcher,  part-time  researcher,  .  . 

and  staff  assistant  The  Executive  Review  Board  is  composed  of  6  SES  grade  officers  and  a  legal 
advisor.  Each  board  member  has  an  alternate.  ...

The  CIA  receives  approximately  300  mss.  totaling  18,000  pages  each  year.  The 
AS  reviews  each  ms.  to  determine  if  the  review  will  be  conducted  exclusively  by  the  AS  or 
whether  it  should  also  be  reviewed  by  one  or  multiple  members  of  the  ERB.  High  profile  and 
operationally  intense  mss.  are  usually  reviewed,  by  designated  members  of  the  ERB.  These 
members  may  delegate  the  ms.  out  to  operational  experts  or  Conduct  the  review  themselves. 

.  In  the  event  that  a  ms.  is  reviewed  concurrently  by  the  AS  and  designated  members 
of  the  ERB,  a  time  is  set  for  them  to  combine  their  recommendation  into ,  an  official  agency 
response.  All  review  results  are  ^en  entered  into  a  database  to  ensure  the  continuity  of  ■ 
recommendations. 

OPCA  believes  that  this  model  is  appropriate  for  use  in  the  FBI.  It  would  roll  out 

as  follows: 

1.  A  Prepublication  Review/Help  Desk  Unit  would  be  established  in  OPCA's  FOIA  Section, 
headed  by  a  Special  Agent  Unit  Chief  who  has  had  field  experience  in  operational  matters.  This 
position  would  parallel  the  CIA's  PRB  Administrative  Staff  Chairman.  • 

2.  The  FBI's  FOIA  Help  Desk,  currently  housed  in  the  Initial  Processing  Unit  2,  would  be  moved 

into  this  unit  to  serve  as  the  Unit  Chiefs  staff,  continuing  all  of  its  current  duties,  which  include 
processing  FBI  information  and/or  documents  located  in  other  government  agencies  files  as  a 
result  of  an  FOIPA  request  and  the  review  of  all  mss.,  articles,  and  other  documents  that  have 
been  sent  in  for  prepublication  processing.  The  Help  Desk  staff  is  currently  made  up  of  8 
paralegal  researchers  who  are  cross-trained  to  deal  with  both  classification  matters  and  disclosure  , 
processing.  There  is  no  backlog  at  the  Help  Desk  and  its  members,  with  the  support  of  FOIA 
Section  Chief  John  Kelso,  agree  that  they  are  an  appropriate  researching/reviewing  component  of 
the  prepublication  review  process  as  they  have  access  to  the  system  records  and  files  that 
determine  if  material  is  classified.  They  have  been  reviewing  ail  prepub  mss.  for  over  two  years 
now.  '  ■ 

3.  The  3  current  term  FBI  prepublication  review  panels  would  be  disbanded,  and  one  new 
permanent  Executive  Prepublication  Review  Board  panel  would  be  constituted,  made  up  of 
designated  Deputy  Assistant  Directors  (the  assignments  would  go  with  DAD  positions,  not  to 
individuals)  in  the  following  divisions:  CID,  NSD,  Training  Division,  Laboratory;  ISD,  and  CT. 

These  DADs  would  review  mss.  sent  to  them,  or  at  their  discretion  would  assign  the  review  to  the 
appropriate  person  in  their  division.

4.  The  current  legal  advisor  in  OGC  would  remain  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  die  AS  Chairman 
and  for  the  Board  members  alike. 

The  system  would,  accordingly,  operate  such  that  each  manuscript  would  be  sent 
directly  to  the  new  Prepublication  Review/Help  Desk  Unit,  reviewed  immediately  to  determine  if 
it  needed  to  be  sent  out  to  the  Executive  Board  and  to  whom.  The  Unit  Chief  would  conduct 
his/her  review  with  the  assistance  of  the  Help  Desk  staff  and  coordinate  as  necessary  with  the 
Executive  Board  and  legal  advisor  for  a  final  and  official  position. 

Recommendation: 

That  a  hew  permanent  unit  be  established  in  OPCA's  Freedom  of 
Information/Privacy  Acts  Section,  headed  by  one  Special  Agent  Unit  Chief  (which  position  alone 
would  need  to  be  created  as  part  of  the  restructuring)  apd  staffed  by  the  existing  FOIA  Help 
Desk.  That  the  three  current  prepublication  review  paiiels  be  disbanded  and  replaced  by  one 
Executive  Prepublication  Review  Board  that  would  provide  Division  perspective  as  appropriate. 
OPCA  believes  that  the  FBI  .is  at  a  critical  juncture  in  its  prepublication  review  practices,  with 
more  and  more  current  and  former  employees  writing  books  and  other  media  that  test  the  FBI's 
ability  to  select  out  sensitive  and  classified  information  from  them.  FBI  security  is  at  stake:  it  is 
essential  to  bring  continuity,  uniformity,  and  efficiency  to  this  critical  function.

Details:  By  EC  dated  ll/ll/Ol  OPCA  requested  the  prepublication 
review  process  be  permanently  transferred  to  the  FOIPA  Section 
Help  Desk  creating  a  new  unit  and  requested  a  new  SSA  position  to 
support  this  function.  By  EC  dated  11/20/01  the  RMA  Board  denied 
OPCA's  request  for  an  additional  SSA  position.  It  is  evident 
from  the  OPCA  Survey  Results  and  supporting  documents  that  an 
experienced  SSA  is  necessary  to  'insure  the  protection  of  the 
FBI ' s  sensitive  and  classified  information  and  to  better 
coordinate  sensitive  prepublication  reviews  with  the  larger* 
intelligence  and  criminal  justice  community.  When  this  transfer 
of  function  concept  was  originally  proposed,  it  was  predicated  on 
the  new  unit  being  supervised  by  an  SSA,  RMD  will  soon  have  no 
SAs  assigned  to  it.

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The  Government  Response/Prepublication  Review  Unit  originated 
with  Help  Desk  Team  situated  in  Initial  Processing  Unit  #2 .  The 
team  had  a  variety  of  functions  including  the  rapid  processing  of 


FBI  information  in  other  agency  files,  special  projects,  and 
prepublication  reviews  (for  classification  and  FOIA  type 
exemptions) .  The  team  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  one  of  the  most 
responsive  agency  referral  desks  among  DoJ  entities.  In  the 
summer  of  2002  there  was  a  proposal  to  move  the  desk  to  the  then 
existing  Field  Coordination  Unit (now  defunct) .  The  Field 
Coordination  Unit  was  one  of  four  FOIPA  disclosure  units.  The 
acting  Section  Chief  deferred  a  decision  until  the  arrival  of  a 
permanent  Section  Chief  in  July  2002. 


The  Office  of  OCA/OPA  transferred  one  agent  GS-15  Attorney 
Supervisor  position  to  RMD  for  the  purpose  of  RMD  coordinating 
the  entire  prepublication  function.  With  this  position,  a  new 
unit  was  designed  with  a  SSA  as  uni.t  chief  that,  in  addition  to 
its  government  response  functions,  would  review  and  coordinate 
all  prepublication  review  matters  within  the  FBI.  The  new  unit 
was  established  with  the  RIDS  reorganization  on  October  1,  2002. 
From  an  original  team  of  6-8  employees,  the  unit  was  enlarged  to 
15  employees.  The  then  acting  Team  Captain  was  designated  acting 
Unit  Chief.  Due  to  space  shortage  on  the  Sixth  Floor  at  HQ,  the 
new  unit  was  relocated  to  the  Fourth  Floor  in  the  RIDS  spaces  at 
G  Street.  There  was  some  delay  in  installing  the  internet  and 
telephone  connections  necessary  for  the  unit . 


In  addition  to  its  responsibilities  to  coordinate  the  FBI's 
prepublication  review  process,  the  Government 
Response/Prepublication  Review  Unit  was  responsible  for  the 
review,  consultation  and  release  of  other  agency  information 
pursuant  to  the  FOIPA.  The  GRU  acted  as  a  liaison  with  other 
agencies  on  behalf  of  the  FBI  concerning  FOIPA  matters  in  order 
to  assist  and  facilitate  rapid  processing  of  FBI  information  in 
other  agency  files. 


Shortly  after  the  move  to  G  Street,  the  Unit  was  assigned  a 
special  project  to  find  and  redact  documents  requested  by 
congress  that  were  associated  with  a  FBI  whistle-blower.  There 
was  a  significant  volume  of  material  associated  with  this  project 
and  it  absorbed  considerable  resources  of  the  unit.  The  unit  did 
not  assume  overall  coordination  for  prepublication  review  (beyond 
classification  and  redaction)  at  this  time. 


The  initial  posting  for  a  Unit  Chief  did  not  result  dn  a 
sufficient  number  of  candidates.  With  a  second  posting,  an 
Attorney-Agent  Unit  Chief  was  selected  and  in  place,  in  June 
2003. The  unit  then  assumed  responsibility  for  overall 
coordination  for  prepublication  review.

Government  response  processing  was  placed  within  the  Litigation  s 
System  within  FDPS  for  paperless  processing.  Some 
implementation  delays  occurred  as  the  procedures  for  scanning 
requests  into  FDPS  were  put  into  place.  In  early  2004,  RMD 
relinquished  the  4th  Floor  of  G  St  to  ASD,  requiring  the  unit  to 
move  to  the  3rd  Floor  at  G  St.  In  addition,  during  the  spring 
2004,  processing  metrics  for  individual  employees  were  developed. 
Government  Response  was  the  last  RIDS  function  to  develop 
individual  metrics . 

In  its  prepublication  review  role,  the  unit  has  coordinated  the 
review  of  a  number  of  manuscripts,  as  well  as  highly  visible  and 
politically  sensitive  writings,  speeches,  and  documents  by 
current  or  former  FBI  employees .  I  assess  the  unit  has  been  very 
successful  in  this  role. 

Less  successful  has  been  the  government  response  efforts .  Over 
time  the  backlog  has  increased  to  almost  800  pending  referrals. 
The  reasons  for  this  growth  in  backlog  are  various.  The  split 
function  of  the  unit  and  special  projects  have  diverted  resources 
from  the  government  referral  work.  Given  the  visibility  and 
complexity  of  the  prepublication  cases,  the  unit  chief  is 
required  to  devote  almost  full  time  attention  to  prepublication 
matters.  The  number  and  size  of  referrals  has  increased.  There 
is  only  one  team  captain  monitoring  and  providing  quality  control 
for  the  work.  This  team  captain  has  been  overburdened.  The 
referrals  are  not  well  coordinated  with  other  incoming  work. 
Individual  metrics  within  the  unit  vary  considerably.  The  most 
salient  reason,  however,  was  the  isolation  at  G  St.  that  took  it 
out  the  initial  processing  occurring  in  the  Service  request  Unit. 
In  April  2004,  400  pending  referrals  were  sent  to  the  FOIA 
processing  teams  at  ITC  Savannah  as  an  interim  measure  to  lessen 
the  number  of  pending  cases . 

My  assessment  was  that  the  original  (pre -October  2002)  placement 
and  organization  of  employees  was  more  effective  for  the 
government  referral  function  than  the  current  unit .  Particularly, 
I  determined  that  the  referral  function  is  closely  aligned  to  the 
Seirvice  Request  Unit  functions  and  should  be  part  of  it.  In 
addition,  the  government  response  functions  needed  to  be  more 
closely  coordinated  with  RIDS  litigation  support  functions  which 
were  located  at  HQ. 


Accordingly,  in  August  2004,  6  employees  of  the  Government 
Response/Prepublication  Review  Unit  were  transferred  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Service  Request  Unit  as  a  government  referral 
team.  Two  employees  were  assigned  to  assist  the  Attorney  Agent 
in  prepublication  review.  The  remaining  employees  of  the  unit 
were  assigned  to  classification  or  FOIPA  units.  The  Attorney 
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Agent  position  needs  to  be  made  a  special  agent  position  and  my 
intent  is  have  his  position  as  part  of  the  RIDS  front  office.

X  thought  you  ‘wotld  be  interested  in  knowing  that  at 
12  Noon  today,  X  talked  with  Ur*  Charles  Hose,  Presidential  4{eeretaiy, 
at  the  Bhite  Honae  eoneeming  the  FBI  Betiremint  Bill*  X  advised  IDr*  Boss  that 
certain  niBmspapor  artioles  had  appeared  last  week  in  the  local  p^ers  indioating 
a  poseibility  that  the  president  oontenq^lated  vetoing  this  BUI*  1  adviaed  him 
that  X  personally  was  vexy  much  interested  in  its  passage  sad  that  my  father  had 
suggested  oontaoting  Mr*  Boss  for  Ihe  purpose  of  offering  ay  asaistanoe  to  the 
President  in  olariJCying  any  problem  that  ml^t  arise  in  his  mind  in  considering 
this  matter* 

Ibr*  Hose  stated  that  ths  president  had  not  as  yet  considered  the  BUI  but 
that  he  was  esqpeoted  to  Study  it  temoxrow*  He  asked  me  to  Ihmish  him  with  the 
reasons  ndy  this  bill  should  be  made  a  law. 

X  advised  Ur.  Boss  of  the  hardships  endured  by  an  Agent  and  his  family 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  Bureau's  w<nic  and  related  sons  personftL  eaperiences  oon~ 
oeming  extortion  plants  and  surveillances  idiioh  necessitated  long  hours  and  tr» 
regular  meals.  X  advised  him  that  because  crlmi  did  not  eperate  on  a  time  olo<^ 
basis,  obviously  we  could  not  suooessfuUy  combat  orlma  without  giving  otnr  every 
effort  day  or  night.  I  gave  J£r.  Boss  the  statistioal  information  showing  that  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  Bill  would  be  a  definite  savings  to  ths  Federal  dovexmoent  because  of 
the  oonteuplated  curtailment  of  resignations,  as  ths  BUI  furnished  a  maoh  needed 
sectxrlly  for  the  Agent  and  his  family.  Ur»  Ross  agreed  that  ths  FBI  was  and  had  to 
he  a’young  man's*  organiaation,  was  one  that  laust  have  men  in  top  ihysical  condition, 
and  that  we  oould  not  afford  to  lose  qualified  perstsmel. 

During  this  conversatim,  Ur*  Boss  took  notes  and  was  partioularly  in¬ 
terested  in  the  figures  X  famished  him.  He  stated  that  he  would  immediately  bring 
this  Bin  to  the  attention  of  the  president  and  would  famish  him  the  argument  in 
favor  of  the  bill  as  presented  by  me  and  would  urge  the  President  to  sig^  it.  He 
stated  that  he  would  also  suggest  to  the  President  that  inasmuch  as  X  had  experienced 
the  problems  involved  in  the  life  of  a  Bureau  Agent  and  was  ooepletely  fsmiliar  with 
all  of  the  ramifications  of  the  work  of  this  law  enforcement  agenoy  that  he  discuss 
this  matter  personally  with  me.

Thank  you  for  your  June  2, 2009  letter  and  your  June  1 6, 2009  letter  clarifying  its  contents. 

I  am  submitting  this  letter  to  appeal  deletions  you  have  proposed,  as  detailed  below. 

I  will  make  the  changes  you  have  requested  In  paragraphs  1-7  of  your  June  2,  2009  letter. 

The  texts  contained  in  the  deletions  you  have  identified  in  paragraphs  8-52,  with  the  exceptions 
of  paragraph  9, 26,  and  47,  are  all  last  names  of  CIA  personnel.  There  is  no  reference  to  the  FBI, 
any  FBI  personnel,  or  any  FBI  equities  in  any  of  these  names.  As  you  know,  this  manuscript  has 
subjected  to  pre-publication  review  by  the  CIA.  The  CIA,  the  appropriate  reviewing  authority  for 
these  portions  of  the  text,  has  approved  the  use  of  every  one  of  these  names.  As  has  been 
discussed  both  with  the  CIA  and  with  you,  I  have  used  the  full  names  of  personnel  only  if  their 
CIA  (or  FBI)  affiliation  is  in  the  public  domain.  Frequently,  these  people  are  the  authors  of  books, 
or  were  interviewed  for  articles,  or  have  been  included  in  CIA  news  releases,  in  which  their  CIA 
affiliations  have  been  discussed,  often  in  the  same  context  in  which  I  have  discussed  them. 

Some  of  them  are  now  deceased.  Mentions  of  these  peoples’  names,  CIA  affiliation,  and 
activities  were  cleared  by  the  CIA  in  previous  pre-publication  review,  and  these  books  and 
articles  are  often  identified  in  my  text,  meaning  the  names  have  been  authorized  for  public 
release.  To  summarize,  there  is  no  mention  of  the  FBI  or  FBI  equities  in  these  deletions.  The  CIA 
is  the  appropriate  reviewing  authority  for  these  portions  of  my  text,  and  it  has  approved  the  use 
of  every  one  of  these  names,  since  there  are  several  substantive  reasons  to  have  no  objection 
to  their  use.  None  of  your  deletions  in  these  paragraphs  (8, 1 0-25, 27-46, 48-52)  represent 
classified  information,  and  the  deleted  text  should  be  restored. 

Paragraph  9  fyour  page  204)  -  Much  of  this  paragraph  contains  only  references  to  the  CIA,  and 
has  been  reviewed  by  the  CIA.  My  familiarify  with  the  case  mentioned  is  the  subject  of 
considerable  other  text  that  has  been  cleared  both  by  you  and  by  the  CIA,  and  my  participation  in 
this  CIA  project  and  the  situation  at  the  time  is  detailed  in  other  text.  I  assume  the  crux  of  your 
objection  to  this  paragraph  lies  in  the  references  to  the  FBI  file,  and  possibly  the  lack  of  reporting 
on  the  source  at  the  time,  although  that  would  be  a  CIA  equity  at  that  stage.  I  would  like  to  retain 
the  first  two  sentences  of  that  paragraph,  delete  the  third  and  fourth  sentences,  and  retain  the 
fifth  and  sixth  sentences.  If  you  object  to  me  describing  the  file  as  “closely  held  and 
compartmented  within  FBIHQ”  in  the  sixth  sentence,  a  point  I  have  made  without  objection  earlier 
in  the  text,  I  will  delete  that,  although  I  do  not  consider  that  to  be  classified.  I  believe  that  deleting 
only  the  third  and  fourth  sentences  protects  any  possible  FBI  equities  in  this  paragraph. 

Paragraph  26  (your  page  273)  -  As  I  allude  to  In  the  text,  “Buddy  Holly”  is  a  name  I  used 
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informally  for  an  FBI  employee  who  resembled  the  late  musician,  it  is  not  his  actual  name.  I  will 
rewrite  the  reference  to  him  to  make  that  clearer,  but  the  name  “Buddy  Holly”  is  not  classified, 
and  the  reference  should  be  restored. 

Paragraph  47  (your  page  340)  -  Earlier  in  the  manuscript  (page  200  in  my  original  text),  I  describe 
a  comic  anecdote  told  by  pro  football  player  Alex  Karras  in  the  George  Plimpton  book  Mad  Ducks 
and  Bears.  The  comment  in  this  paragraph  that  “all  I  learned  about  countersurveillance  came 
from  Alex  Karras”  is  a  joking  reference  to  this  earlier  text.  The  reference  to  Alex  Karras  is  not 
classified,  and  should  be  restored. 

For  your  information,  I  have  biotted  out  the  words  you  left  visible  and  considered  classified  in 
your  June  16  letter,  leaving  only  unclassified  text  in  the  letter. 

I  would  appreciate  instructions  on  when  I  can  consider  the  pre-publication  review  process  at  an 
end,  along  with  a  description  of  any  further  obligations  I  may  have  prior  to  final  publication,  so 
that  I  can  offer  the  manuscript  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it.

Thank  you  for  your  Jutie  2,  2009  response  to  my  November  16,  2008  resubmission.  However, 
when  you  printed  or  otherwise  processed  my  manuscript,  its  format,  including  pagination, 
was  apparently  substantially  altered,  and  your  page  and  paragraph  markings  do  not  match  my 
original  submission.  Just  as  an  example,  the  manuscript  I  submitted  to  you  ended  at  368 
pages,  and  yet  you  identify  four  changes  required  in  pages  371  to  376.  While  I  can 
determine  some  of  what  you  intend  by  text  searching  (and  those  texts  are  as  many  as  40 
pages  from  where  you  place  them) ,  many  of  your  cryptic  identifications  of  the  text  do  not 
contain  sufficient  information  for  me  to  figure  them  out. 

In  my  January  14,  2008  letter  to  the  Pre- Publication  Office  (16  months  ago) ,  I  noted  that

Based  on  our  long-term  relationship  and  my  experience  in 
numerous  in-service  training  courses  for  the  Navy  and  the  FBI,  he  recommended  me  as  a 
substitute. 

Duke  has  offered  to  pay  my  expenses  for  travel,  lodging  and  meals.  Please  note  that  Duke  is  a 
fully  accredited  law  school,  and  this  seminar  is  part  of  its  regularly  established  curriculum.  Duke 
has  no  interest  that  could  be  affected  substantially  by  the  performance  or  nonperformance  of  my 
official  duties.

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I  am  writing  this  message  to  convey  the  results  of  my  review  of  PPR08-038.  I  obtained  a  copy  of  a  paper  the  by  Jason  V. 
Morgan  entitled,  "Address  Data  Extract  Engine  Comparison"  from  Mr.  Morgan.  The  paper  was  dated  January  15,  2008 
and  identified  as  v.  1.1 .2.  I  do  not  recommend  that  the  paper  be  approved  for  release. 


The  paper  is  marked  'Law  Enforcement  Sensitive".  As  such,  it  is  not  suitable  for  general  release. 

The  paper  claims  to  describe  the  application  of  a  method  for  comparison  of  two  commercial  products.  The  operating 
characteristics  of  these  products  on  samples  of  operational  data,  which  is  apparently  what  was  used  for  the  work 
described,  is  not  suitable  for  public  release. 


The  use  of  the  paper  is  not  explained  and  would  be  extremely  limited  given  that  the  analytical  work  described  contains  no 
processing  performance  information,  given  that  the  method  of  analysis  is  inadequately  documented,  and  given  that  the 
method  for  determining  types  of  processing  errors  and  the  source  of  base  data  for  determining  type  of  error  is  not 
described.  As  such,  it  is  not  clear  what  the  author  is  communicating  to  the  reader.  As  such,  it  is  not  clear  what  benefit  the 
release  of  the  paper  provides. 


The  paper  provides  no  indication  that  release  of  extracts  of  outputs  in  appendices  A  and  B  from  the  vendor's  products  has 
been  authorized.

As  such,  it  is  not  clear  what  benefit  the 
release  of  the  paper  provides. 


Given  the  label  of  "Law  Enforcement  Sensitive",  description  of  the  characteristics  of  operational  data,  the  lack  of  utility  from 
the  release  of  the  paper,  the  problems  with  inadequate  description  of  method,  possible  lack  of  agreement  to  release  output 
from  vendor's  products,  and  the  appearance  of  a  bias  in  the  comparison  of  the  vendor's  products,  I  do  not  recommend 
release  of  the  paper.
